orrhcea and dysmenorrhea. 
In rheumatisin, hot baths frequently — 


_ repeated are very beneficial in remov- 


ing the materi-morbius from the sys- 
tem. Vapor or steam baths are very 
valuable in persistent rheumatic con- 


) 
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ditions. Hot baths should not be 
given too often nor continued for too 
long a time as they somewhat depress 
and weaken the patient. 

In menstrual headaches or head- 
aches from severe colds or la grippe, 
have the patient take a good hot foot 
bath containing a little mustard. Con- 
tinue the bath for fifteen or twenty 
minutes, with frequent additions of a 
little more hot water—very hot.- This 
will relieve the congested condition 
on which the headache depends and 
will assist your other treatment very 
materially, while your patient will 
feel very grateful for it. 

Enemas are variously given seein’ 
ing to the effect the giver desires. 


Some use the plain syringe, while 
others use the long rectal tube. Where 


high flushing is desired the long rectal 
tube is perferable. 

In. renal or malarial. con gestion, 
amenorrhoea, dysmenorrhoea or where 


you wish to assist a purgative, place 
your patient on his: left side, elevate 


the hips, use plenty of hot water to 

which a little castile soap or turpentine 
is added, and request patient to retain 
same as long.as comfortable. I gen- 


erally use. the ordinary two quart 


fountain syringe and the amount of 
water used depends upon the patient 
and conditions present. If patient’s 


lower bowel is very tender and there ~ 
seems difficulty in retaining a suffi- 


cient amount of water. to obtain re- 


sults,. use..very little pressure on 
stream. This should. be repeated 
every hali-hour if necessary to get 


desired results. 


In pneumonia or any‘of the fevers 


where laxatives or purgatives seem 
contraindicated and you wish to un- 
load the bowels, give a good high 
enema. 

In cases of auto-intoxication from 
decomposing matter in the bowels, 
causing delerium, malarial fever, etc., 
give a very high enema containing a 


small amount of sulpho- -carbolate of 


zinc or echinacea. In some cases of 
constipation, especially where the 
trouble seems mainly with the lower 


bowel, have your patient take high | 


enemas of very hot water containing 
a little soap, several times weekly, 
and you will find it a benefit to your 
internal treatment. 

All enemas should be given as hot 
as the patient can endure comfortably. 


TURPENTINE STUPES. 


Turpentine stupes are very useful 
where a counter irritant is indicated 
or local stimulation needed. In renal 
congestion a stupe applied over the 
region of the kidneys and allowed to 
remain until slight vesication, will 
do a vast amount of good. In severe 
occipital headaches which result from 
hyperemia of the ‘meninges of the 
cerebellum and upper part of the cord, 
a good turpentine stupe applied to 
the’ occiput and back of the neck 
should never be forgotten. 

In amenorrhcea and dysmenorrhoea 
stupes can be used to marked advan- 
tage in. ‘connection. with other treat- 
ment. 
the bowels stupes rightly applied are 
magic workers. 

In cases of severe cramps in, the

In malarial congestion where the 
patient is semi-comatose, eyes glassy, 
and pupils dilated, apply a stupe to 
entire spine and over: the epigastrium 
and allow it to produce slight vesi- 
cation, you will find that it will 
assist very materially in arousing your 
patient. 


MUSTARD PLASTERS. 


My use of plasters (mustard) is 
very similar to that of stupes. I pre- 
fer plasters to stupes in cases of acute 
pleurisy with severe pain, also in neu- 


ralgias and in rheumatic conditions; — 


in pleurisy where the pain is severe, 
a good hot plaster with asclepias, bry- 
onia, etc., is all that is needed; I 
have found morphine, etc., unneces- 
sary. In intercostal and facial neu- 
ralgia plasters have a decided place. 


Hot AND CoLp APPLICATIONS. 


All realize the comfort of very hot 
applications to bruises and sprains. — 
ruises about the face, as ‘‘ black 


eyes,’’ ete., can be very materially 
aided by very hot applications as soon 
‘S$ the injury is received. Bind a towel 


wrung out of very hot water to the 
part and change-as se0n as begins 


to cool a little, and continue this 


affected part. 
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treatment for an hour or more. I 
know of no better treatment, for a 
sprained ankle than to elevate the 
limb slightly and apply towels wrung 
out of very hot water, repeated every 
ten or fifteen minutes and continued 
for an hour and a half; this treatment 
prevents much swelling and exuda- 
tion and thereby helps to lessen the 
pain. In rheumatic conditions of the 
joints, when the joints are swollen 
and tender, apply heat either moist or 
dry, and repeat it frequently. I pre- 
fer dry heat when the joint seems to 
contain an excess of fluid and is cov- 
ered with clammy perspiration. | 


would use moist heat where the part 
- seemed very tense, considerable fever 


in the part and the skin-dry. This 
treatment s22ms to scatter the poison- 
ous material and aids elimination. — 
In sciatica have your patient lie 
with his face downward and apply 
moist heat along the course of the 
nerve for an hour or more every day 
for a week, this, with the indicated 
internal treatment, soon cures very 


stubborn cases. 


Facial neuralgia is well treated with 
the application of dry heat. I have 
known cases that nothing short of 
opiates would give rest and sleep, 
yield quickly to the application of 
dry heat over the course of the nerve. 
One case I treated used to apply a 
hot stove lid, well wrapped, to the

by a few whose minds are deep aid 


broad enough to grasp and understand 


its real significance and will be re- 
corded for the benefit of generatious 
yet tocome. There is a great mass 
of material that is being presented to 
the student of today that is simply a 
rehash of exploded theories long since 
buried, clothed in new language it is 
true, but lacking the support of real 
truth for its basis. It is common to 
hear medical students say: ‘‘ That 
book is not up to date;’’ ask them 
the reason and they will tell you, ‘‘ It 
was published last year.’’ If it was 
the truth then surely it is the truth to- 
day. Then let us delve after the 
truth in the old books as well as the 
new books. We all of us_ have 
our theories, our hypotheses upon 
which we base our arguments, and 
when proved, in so far they become 
truths. Some authorities have ad- 


vocated the idea that leprosy was 


merely the fourth stage, or most 
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chronic form of syphilis. We are 
prepared to disagree with this view as 
we have seen and demonstrated the 
two diseases in the system of one 
individual with a history of leprous 
patches and tubercular nodules of 
teprbs} in existence previous to the 
ino-ulation with the virus of syphilis. 
The subsequent cure of the syphilis 
inhibited to a certain degree the lep- 
rous condition but there was no thera- 
peutic result of marked character until 
we had eliminated the syphilitic con- 
dition. Then, to prove the gradual 
elimination of the leprous condition, 
positively we took slides from various 
areas finding certain bacteriological 
results, i. e., the bacillus of leprosy 


in the areas clinically appearing as" 


such with certain definite reactions 
under the stains such as are usually 
found in leprous tissue and pus, and 
in the syphilitic nodes and ulcers, we 
obtained reactions such as are fully 
described by Macfarland and other 
observers, but could not obtain the 
reactions that we succeeded in obtain- 
ing from the leprous tissue, so we feel 
justified in making the statement that 
leprosy and syphilis are two distinct 
diseases, as distinct as varicella and 
variola in character. Again, in lep- 
tosy we have a distinctive bacillus, a 
point of the utmost importance in 
diagnosis, whilst in sy philis the prob- 
lem of the bacillus is still a mooted 
point. We will continue this discus- 
sion in our next article, and will now 
proceed to a further discussion of 
practical] therapeutics.

Test Diet in Intestinal Diseases.

pga MEDICINE of today 
is concerned largely with the 
functional. diagnosis of disease. 
Functional diagnostic methods as ap- 
plied to disease of the stomach have 
been reduced to a practical working 
basis within the past decade. In 


| evolving these methods a definite rule 


has been followed of first finding the 
variations in function of the normal 
stomach under a selected test ; having 
once discovered the normal we have 


a guage by which to measure the 


pathological. Applying these meth- 
ods the pathological variations in the 
three chief functions of the stomach, 
namely, secretion, absorption, and 


motility in their various refinements. 


have been worked out. 
Functional Diagnosis of Intestinal 
Diseases. 


Functional methods as applied to 
diseases of the intestines have not 


kept pace with similar methods ap-_ 


plied to diseases of the stomach. In 
fact, only within the past five years 
have we seen an occasional allusion 
in medical literature to an intestinal 
test diet. Recently there have been 


published by several observers the 
results of investigations in this field, 
and the foundation has been laid 
upon which may be reared a finished 
structure. These observers seeing the 
value of the test meal in examining 
the stomach function it was reasoned 
that a test diet should be established 
for the study of the functions of the 
intestines. This test diet was first 
given to aseries of healthy subjects, 
and their stools examined chemically, 
microscopically and macroscopically, 


thereby establishing a standard. Later 


the diet was exhibited to a series of 
individuals with intestinal derange- 
ment, and the pathological variations 
in feces noted. It may be well to 
state that at first a chemical estimate 
was made of the fats, carbohydrates 
and the nitrogen output in the feces. 
This course was found impractical 
owing to the great amount of time 
required to make the analysis. Adolf 
Schmidt and Strassberger, who were 


the leading investigators, and others 


abandoned this chemic method, and 
after much labor have given out the 
plan of examination of the feces of 
which it is the purpose of this paper 
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to speak. In taking ‘up the work it 
was agreed by these observers that a 
suitable diet should fulfill the follow- 
ing requirements: 

1. The test diet must be so selected 
that it should be taken by healthy 
persons as well as by those suffering 
with intestinal disorders. 

2. That the diet must be largely 
free from waste matter, but still con- 
tain enough to give the stimulus of 
ordinary food. | 
3, That the diet must be capable 
of supplying the minimum, at least, 

of nutrition (in calories) required by 
body at rest. | 
4. That the diet must contain the 
three groups of food stuffs in propor- 
tionate relation to each other. 

5. That the diet must be of simple 
composition, easily’ made and uni- 
formly prepared. 


Schmidt’ Intestinal Test Diet. 


The diet as given by Schmidt in 
each twenty-four hours is as follows: 
In the. a.m. o.5 litre (o1) of raw 
milk and 50 grms. (2 0z.) of Zwei- 
back bread (ordinary bread will suf- 
fice). If milk will not agree give 


instead 0.5 litre (01) of cocoa, made 


(5 drams) of cocoa 
powder, to grms (214 drams) milk 
sugar; 400 grms. (12 02z.) of water 
and 100 gtms. (3 0z.) of milk.

potato broth, made from 190 grms. 


‘(6 0z.) of mashed potatoes, 100 grms. 
(3 0z.) of milk with 15 grms. (6 
drams) of butter. 


In p. m., as in morning. 

In evening, same as in forenoon. 

‘This diet thus consists for the 
twenty-four hours of: 

3 pints of milk, 3 0z. of bread, 2 
eggs, 2 oz. of butter, 4 oz. of beef, 


6 oz. of potato, and 2 pints of oat- 


meal gruel. 

This test is generally given for three 
days, sometimes longer; and at any 
rate until stool is obtained, which 
comes with certainty from the diet. 


With normal evacuation power this 
occurs with the second defecation 
after beginning the diet. 


The patient, as a rule, does not 


need to take a special powder in order 


to mark off the test diet stool from 
that of the former diet, for the test 
diet excrement can generally be rec- 
ognized at once by its uniform consis- 
tency and its light color. When it is 
desired to mark off the beginning and 
ending of the test diet feces, admin- 


ister at the beginning and ending of 
the test diet a wafer or capsule of 


5 grains powdered carmine, which 


passes the canal unchanged and gives 


its characteristic red color to the cor- 
responding feces. It is not claimed 
that this represents the only conceiv- 
able or only possible form of diet for 
functional examination of the intes- 
tines, but it is maintained that it has 
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proven the most applicable one in the 
hands of these observers. 


Objections. 


Some inake the criticism that this 
diet 1s too dificult of preparation to 
be carried out except in hospital prac- 
tice. It 1s answered that practically 
such is not the case, as patients gen- 
erally appreciate a carefully ordered 
diet. Some criticise that it contains 
too much milk. In reply we would 
say that only one pint of raw milk is 
given, and that the remaining two 


parts are given in combination with | 


the food. Better diets may follow, 
still this is the most adaptable one 


thus far. 


The Examination of the Test Diet Feces. 


The next question in mind is how 
to proceed with the examination of 
the feces. It is claimed by the origin- 
ators of this test diet plan that the 
proper examination of the feces, ex- 
cepting the sublimate and fermenta- 
tion tests, can be done in 10 minutes; 
iny experience is that it takes at least 
30 minutes. In preparation for exam- 
ination the feces are first thoroughly 
stirred with a wooden spatula and a 
small amount about the size of a wal- 
nut is placed ina glass mortar. In 
this it is ground up as fine as possible, 
with the addition at first of a few c.c., 
and gradually more distilled water 
(until it is of fluid consistency). The 
crinding up must be done carefully, 
so that: no cohering excrement parti- 
cles remain. The ground-up speci- 
en of feces is then spread over a flat 
black plate or a large glass vessel in 
as thin a layer as possible, and ac- 


count 1s taken of all the elements that 
are recognizable by the naked eye. 
This method of grinding up it is 
claimed is the only correct and suit- 
able one, and is to be preferred to the 
Boas method of washing it through 
seives; this latter method is only of 
value when searching for gall stones 
and parasites. On inspection the nor- 
inal stool when spread out as detailed 
above should be smooth and show 
only a few brown points, which are 
the remains of the oatmeal husks. 
Pathologically we will find mucous 
in large and small flakes, remains of 
connective tissue and tendons from 
the chopped meat eaten, remains also 
of muscular tissue, potato remains and 
large crystals of ammonio magnesium 
phosphate. 


Microscopical kxamination. 


This serves for the most part to com- 


plete the examination by the naked 


eye, three preparations are made on a 
glass slide of the feces as originally 
stirred up—if it is too hard a little 
water is added ; we next place a small 
portion respectively on either end and 
the middle of a slide. Without add- 


ing anything to it the first portion is 


crushed into a very fine layer with the 
cover glass. The second is stirred 
with a small drop of a 30 per cent. so- 
lution of acetic acid and heated for a 
moment over the flames (until it be- 
gins to boil) and then covered with 
the cover glass. The third slide is 
rubbed up with a small drop of strong 


-golution of Potassium Iodide 


(I 1, K 1, 2, H20 50). Normal feces 
exainined in this way under the micro- 
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- scope will in the first specimen show 
a smooth detritus consisting of the 
smallest granules, globules, bacteria, 
isolated fraginents of muscle fibre, 
isolated potato cells, remains of oat- 
meal gruel 

In the second, or acetic acid prep- 
aration, which serves to melt all fat 
remains temporarily and thus to fur- 
nish a view of the entire fat contents, 
there is seen after cooling small flakes 
of fatty acid scattered over the entire 
preparation. 
again cirefully heated over the flames 
and place under microscope while 
still hot tie small flakes of fatty acid 
are melted into drops, which congeal 
again as the preparation cools. Path- 
ologically we will find in the unstained 
preparation fragments of muscle fibre 
in larger number of good state of 


preparation, needles of fatty acids, 
and soaps and numerous groups of 


potato cells, and may be parasite eggs. ° 


In the acetic acid preparation patho- 
logically we find massive fatty acid 


flakes. In the Iodine preparation blue 


colored remains of starch granules 

from the potato cells, blue or violet 

fungus spores and thread-like bacilli. 

Yeast cells which are colored by the 

iodine. 

Chemical Examination of Test Diet 
Stools. 


In the chemical examination we 
need only consider the reaction test, 
sublimate test, and fermentation test. 


Reaction Test. 


For this only a strip of redand blue 
litmus 1s placed on (not in) the fecal 
matter, which has been ground. up 
with distilled water. Normally the 
reaction is neutral, or at least teebly 
acid or feebly alkaline. 


If the preparation is. 


pipe (steigrohr). 


Sublimate Test. 


This test consists in placing some 
of the prepared feces in a glass filled 
with concentrated watery solution of 
HGC.z, stirring it and letting it stand 
until next day. The normal feces is 
colored red by this (Hydrobiliruben ) 
and the more intensely red the fresher 
the stool. Particles colored green even 
if microscopically small are patholog- 


ical and show the presence of un- 


changed bile pigment ( Biliruben ). 
The Fermentation Test. 


This test has been very essentially 
simplified as compared with the old 
fermentation test. For this from the 
first feces, which has been stirred up, 
a small amount about the size of a 
small walnut is taken with one of the 


wooden spatulas and put in the lower 
vessel of Strasburger’s fermentation 


tube. In hard stools less is taken; soft 
stools, more; in liquid, the lower vessel 
is filled entirely. In this vessel the 
feces are stirred up with water and 
the rubber stopper is put on, care be- 
ing taken to exclude air bubbles. The 
rubber stopper is taken from the tube 
‘““b’’ and the tube filled with water ; 
this tube is then closed by putting on 
the stopper with the vessels connected 
with it—a (filled) c (empty); c has an 
opening on top and acts as an ascen- 
Note is taken 
of how far the connecting tubes enter 
into the lumen of these vessels. When 
the apparatus is put together it 1s 
placed for twenty-four hours in an in- 
cubator heated to 37 degrees C. If 
gas is developed from specimen within 
this time this collects within tube ‘‘a’”’ 


and a corresponding amount of water 


is forced into the ascension tube ‘‘c’’. 
The height of the water in the ascen- 
sion tube is noted, the vessel ‘‘a’’ is 
opened and the reaction of it is tested 
with litmus paper and compared with 
the reaction before the test was insti- 


tuted.—7The Charlotte Medical Journal.

A Nurse Trust. 


This city is blessed or cursed with 
unions and trusts. The Journal be- 
lieves in both, under certain sane and 
reasonable limitations. Agriculture 
is the only industry without a union. 
The agriculturist is the only individ- 
ual who permits others to put a value 
on his services and productions. All 
others put a value on their services 
aud manufactured products; and yet 
if the soil refuses to yield, all industry 
inust cease. 

The professional nurses of San 
Francisco must have $25.00 a week or 
no services. Some professional nurses 
are worth the money and more too; 
we do not grudge them the amount; 
San Francisco is badly hurt—many 
families who could afford $25 a week 
before the fire could ill afford to pay 
‘hat amount at the present time. We 
<now of no physician whose income 
‘'s more than 50 percent. of what it 
was before our late disaster, and we 
know many that have less than 25 
dercent. Our physicians do not re- 
celve the same fees they did—why 
should the nurses ? 

If nurses persist on one standard for 
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all, the rich and the poor alike (which 
physicians never do), we must have 
two grades of nurses—the one highly 
trained in a three years training 
school and the other who understand 
pulse, temperature, bath, douche and 
general conditions of a patient; other- 
wise the nurses of San Francisco must 
do as the doctors. 


‘Pathologic Symptomatology. 


Symptoms as regarded in medicine 
are expressions of physiological or 
pathological conditions. Expressions 
of pleasure or disapproval. Expres- 
sions of pity or gladness. Expres- 
sions of sorrow or congratulations are 
manifest to the most obtuse observer 
and are physiological expressions. As 
a rule people cry in sorrow, laugh in 
happiness, smile in pleasure and scowl 
in disapproval. 

Pathologic symptoms are different 
from physiological symptoms. A sys- 
tem of medicine can not be founded 
on physiologicalisymptoms. Physio- 
logical symptoms, however, indicate 
the afhnity existing between certain 
drugs and certain tissues and organs. 
It furnishes a key for the selection of 
a class of remedies. Homoeopathic 
proviugs are valuable to that extent, 
but not always reliable according to 
homceopathic law. The difference 
being the physiological and patholog- 
ical conditions. 

The Eclectic system of medicine, 
or Specific Medication, is a system of 
medicine which applies remedies to 
pathological conditions as manifested 
by definite symptoms; the symptoms 
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indicating the conditions and the 
remedy to be applied. We look for 
great results from the investigations 
along these lines to be conducted un- 
der the Lloyd Library. Theoretical 
teaching is necessary, but much of it 
is far from practical. To be able to 
make a blood count is well, but to be 
able clinically to recognize the con- 
dition and apply the proper remedy 
is better. The man who can clini- 
cally diagnose his case and specifically 
apply the remedy to the condition is 
the useful practitioner and the medi- 
cal man of the future. 


Isolating Contagious Diseases. 


The Board of Supervisors of this 
City has passed an ordinance author- 
izing the Board of Health to remove 
and isolate at their discretion patients 
suffering from contagious diseases. 
This seems an extraordinary power to 
grant to a Board of Health. It is 
more than extraordinary under present 
conditions, it is criminal. The pres- 
ent Board of Health are honorable 
and scrupulous men. There are dis- 
honorable and unscrupulous medical 


men that may be appointed in the 


whirligig of politics. | | 
The Board of Supervisors have 


made no provision for taking care of 


contagious disease. There is no place 
in this city that is fit for a contagion 
hospital. There is no public place in 
this city to take a respectable citizen 
having a coutagious disease. _ 

What does this ordinance mean? 
Does it mean that if your child has 
the measels it can be ordered to the 
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present pest house, by a hireling of 
the Board of Health, or pay tribute 
for permission to stay at home? 

The ordinance is premature and 
open to abuse. It is only a dream. 
It can not be enforced—it should not 
be, until first the proper accomoda- 
tions are provided. He

A New Sign c of Organic Paralysis of the 
Lower Extremity. 


Grassett and Gaussel (Univ. de 


Montpellier) mention a new sign of 


organic paralysis of the lower ex- 
tremity, consisting in the possibility of 
raising the paralyzed limb separately, 
with impossibility of raising both 
lower extremities simultaneously. 
This sign, according to these ob- 
servers, is to be considered as a proof 
of insufficiency of pelvic fixation in 
the act of raising the lower limbs, and 
is frequently observed in the organic 
palsies of the lower extremity, more 
especially in hemiplegia. This phe- 


nomenon does not agree with our © 


knowledge of the greater facility of 
associated movements in hemiplegia, 
and may be interpreted as due to 
paralysis of the pelvic fixation in the 
flexor movements of the thigh on the 
pelvis. The symptom, which has also 
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been noticed to occur in paraplegia, 
should be looked for along with the 
signs of Babinski and Pierre Marie, 
in testing motion in hemiplegia. It 
would certainly seem serviceable in 
the difficult differentiation between 
organic paralysis and the neuroses. 
In hysteria the paralyzed limb is 
either not raised at all, be it alone or 
together with the other one; or it is 
raised equally well in both cases, fix- 
ation being an automatic phenomenon 
distinct from voluntary actions. In 
hemiplegia the new sign is not invari- 
ably present, for the paralysis must 
be incomplete in order to admit of 


raising the paralyzed limb at all, and 
yet sufficiently marked in certain 
muscles to prevent normal raising of 
the limb. 

Four observations made on individ- 
uals having hemiplegia are given in 
illustration of the author’s argument. 
—The Charlotte Medical Journal. 


The Enlarged Prostate—Its Nature, 
Symptoms and Treatment. 


Wallace (The London Practitioner, 
says: (1) That it may bea sphincter 
of the bladder; (2) that it may be a 
secondary sexual gland. The latter 
theory is proved by well known facts. 
The theories as to the cause of its en- 
largement are: (1) That it is a senile 
fibrotic change; (2) that itis produced 
by sexual excess; (3) that it is due to 
ungratified sexual desire; (4) That it 
is secondary to sexual degeneration of 
the bladder; (5) that it is due to per- 
verted testicular secretions; (6) that 
it is a change normal to advancing 


years; (7) that it is due to a chronic in- 


flammatory process; (8) that it is an 
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inflammatory catarrhal process; (9) 
that it is a new growth of an adeno- 
matous nature. | 

As to the appearance of enlarged 
prostates: (1) The changes do not 
occur before middle life; (2) there 
are white, opaque areas of gland tis- 
sue in the normal spongy tissue; (3) 
these areas often form encapsulated 
tumors; (4) these tumors contain 
more fibrous than muscular tissue: 
(5) there are areas of round-celled in- 
filtration in the organ; (6) the alveoli 
contain desquamated epithelium cells, 
polymorphonuclear leucocytes, and 
amyloid bodies. 

The author believes the enlarged 
prostate is a new growth. The note- 


worthy clinical symptom is either fre- 


quency of micturition or retention. 
The forces which act in frequent mic- 
turition are: (1) increased tension of 
the urethra; (2) pressure on the outer 
side of the intravesical cone; (3) forc- 
ing of a large lobe against its smaller 
fellow. The cause of residual urine 
is not clear; several factors are ad- 
duced. Palliative treatinent consists 
in properly regulated catheterization 
and rest in bed. Operative treatment 
is indicated: (1) when the catheter 
cannot be passed; (2) when it causes 
pain or hemorrhage; (3) when there 
is complete retention. Operation may 
consist of castration, vasectomy, or 
prostatectomy. The last of these is 
usually to be preferred, but not when 
the patient is suffering from acute re- 
tention or exhaustion from sepsis. 
The ultimate results of the operation 
are usually most satisfactory.—7he 
Charlotte Medical Journal.

No operation for sterility in the fe- 
male should be performed without 
frst excluding sterility on the hus- 
band’s part. 


A mass protruding from the rectum 
of an infant or child may be an in- 


tussusception and not a mere prolapse. 


Do not be too hasty in resecting a 
strangulated loop of intestine. It is 


remarkable how frequently such loops | 


become viable after long continued 
applications of hot saline solution. 


If a peculiar looking mass is found 
at the inner side of the ring in the 
course of an operation for inguinal 


hernia, do not incise or dissect it be- 


fore convincing yourself that it is not 
the bladder. 


Lumbar puncture must not be per- 


formed in cases of tumor of the brain. 


Sudden death has frequently hap- 
pened in such cases. 


A hematoma may be produced in 
the calf muscles by direct or indirect 
violence that the patient may pay little 


attentlon to at the time or even fail to 


recall. 


Persistent pains in the leg may be 


due to obliterating endarteritis. This 
occurs occasionally even in young 
inen and often goes on to the produc- 
tion of gangrene. Both syphilis and 
excessive smoking are suspected as 
etiological factors. 


Swelling of the leg, associated with 
febrile disturbances, may be produced 
by hematogenous infection of a hema- 
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toma of the calf muscles. Such a 


condition may somewhat simulate © 


osteomyelitis or other serious condi- 
tion. It may be differentiated, how- 
ever, by the location of the greatest 


tenderness and swelling and by a> 


careful inquiry into the history. If 
no distinct traumatism is recalled the 
condition of the patient’s arteries may 
nevertheless suggest the possibility of 
the occurrence of such a hematoma. 


Flat-foot is another cause of pains 
in the leg or thigh. 


If within a week or two after the 
performance of gastrostomy the drain- 
age tube should be expelled from the 
fistula, do not entrust its reintroduc- 
tion to inexperienced hands. It has 
sometimes happened that the tube has 


been pushed into the peritoneal cavity, 
instead of into the stomach. 


Bandage knives cut best when 
they have a ‘‘saw edge,’’ which is 
easily secured by sharpening them on 
a window sill or other rough stone. 


Carcinoma of the cervix may re-- 


main hidden in the lumen of the cer- 
vical canal, which is then eroded and 
forms an irregular elliptical cavity. 
While the external os is closed sus- 
picion of the serious condition present 
will be attracted by the foul or bloody 
discharge. 


When the openings of the Bartho- 
linian glands appear as two sharply 
defined red spots, an antedating in- 
flammation may be diagnosed with 
certainty, andin a great majority of in- 
stances a latent gonorrhea is present.

The two pathologic conditions 
which have become so coninion that 
they are now fairly looked upon as 
characteristic national diseases are 
Malassimilation and Neurasthenia. 
The former is the fundamental catse 
of all the wasting diseases, arid the 
latter figures as the chief factor in the 
prevailitig indigestions, anemias, rleu- 
ralgias and hysterias, with all their 
countless and complicated manifes- 
tations. 

These various and at first thought 
dissimilar ailments are feally more 
closely related than is commonly sup- 
posed. The condition that is com- 
mon to all of them is poverty of the 
blood, and poverty of the blood means 
both a deterioration in the quality 
and diminution of the quantity of the 
circulating medium. So evident is 
this fact becoming that in every chronic 
and in many acute diseases one of the 
first precautions of the medical ad- 
viser is to secure a specimen of the 
blood and submit it to microscopic 
examination. 

Given a normal quantity of healthy 
or normal blood, there can be no seri- 
ous disease present in the body. 

The dyspeptic and the neuras- 
theniac are invariably anemic, and 
the rational treatment of either con- 


dition is to restore the blood. The 


victim of anemia is almost invariably 
a poor feeder; and if he sometimes 
eats fairly well he does not digest, and 
therefore does not tnairtain his blood 
in normal condition either as to quan- 
tity or quality. 


Time was when tincture of irori was 
the only remedy at the command of 
the physician for his combat with 
driemia. It is still used to some ex- 
tent, arid, barring a somewhat sorry 
history of blackened arid sometimes 
ruitied teeth, it stands accredited with 
mary ‘‘cures.’’ Advanced and intel- 
ligent physicians tiow seldom pre- 
scribe it, for the very good reason 


that the market affords them much 


better weapons. 

For three or four generations the 
tincture of the chlorid of iron has 
been the sheet anchor among blood 
tonics. The drawbacks to its use

Along been compelled to maintain its 
position and popularity in spite of its 
serious disadvantages.

The fifth day the cavity was full of 
lung, the chest wall having noticeably 
receded.
